A wreath lays at the graveside 
of every veteran laid to rest at the 
Kentucky Veteran Cemetery 
North in Williamstown in honor of 
their service and sacrifice. 

The “Wreaths For Christmas” 
were laid on Dec. 13 by veterans, 
fa mili es of veterans, veteran rid¬ 
ers, Blue Star Mothers, Girl Scouts 
and other members of the com¬ 
munity as part the national Wreaths 
Across America program. 

“Remembering loved ones is 
something we all do,” said 
Williamstown resident Stormey 
Vanover, who helped raise the 
funds for the project. 
“Remembering our veterans is an 
honor we choose to do. The 
wreaths are our way of not only 
remembering our veterans but also 
thanking their loved ones. Today 
also taught some of our young 
people to respect our country and 
our military. It was touching to see 
how excited the little ones were to 
be a part of today’s tribute to our 


fallen warriors.” 

When Vanover found out the 
deadline had already passed for 
Grant County to be part of the 
Wreaths Across America program, 
she knew something needed to be 
done.

Despite the state’s decision to 
pull tax incentives from the Ark 
project, Ken Ham says, “This is 
happening!” 

Standing in a cold, blustery 
wind on Tuesday, Ham, the presi¬ 
dent, CEO and founder of 
Answers In Genesis (AIG), 
peered into three large earthen 
pits that will serve as the base for 
80-foot tall masonry towers that 
the full scale replica of Noah’s 
Ark will rest on when it is com¬ 
pleted. 

Ham said he was not surprised 
that the state withdrew its offer of 
tax breaks for the religious-theme 
park that is being constructed off 
Ky. 36 in Williamstown. 

“I’m saddened that the state 
succumbed to pressure of atheists 
that are from out of state,” Ham 
said. “This isn’t new to us because 
they also demonstrated in front of 
the Creation Museum.” 

“It was not at all unexpected,” 
said Mike Zovath, co-founder of 
AIG and executive director of 
Ark Encounter. “We’ve been four 
months dealing with the issue and 
trying to give them the opportu¬ 
nity to come to their senses.” 

The Ark Encounter, which 
features a 500-foot-long replica 
of Noah’s Ark, has evolved from 
a tourist attraction into an out¬ 
reach for the Christian ministry 
that is building it,” said state 
Tourism Secretary Bob Stewart in 
a letter last week. 

“Certainly, Ark Encounter has 
every right to change the nature 


of the project from a tourism 
attraction to a ministry,” Stewart’s 
letter read. “However, state tour¬ 
ism incentives cannot be used to 
fund religious indoctrination or 
otherwise be used to advance 
religion.” 

The tax incentives, which the 
state gave preliminary approval 
to on July 29, was the first of two 
steps allowing the park to partici¬ 
pate in a program that would let it 
keep 25 percent of the sales tax 
the Ark 
Encounter 
would col¬ 
lect over 10 
years. 

I n 

August, the 
Louisville 
Courier- 
Journal 
reported 
concerns 
raised by the 
Americans 
for the 
Separation 
of Church 
and State 
and others 
over a job 
posting on 
the AIG 
website for a 
designer’s 
job on the Ark project. 

The posting required appli¬ 
cants “to supply a written state¬ 
ment of their testimony, a state¬ 
ment of what they believe regard¬ 
ing creation and a statement that 
have read and support the AIG 
Statement of Faith.”

CRUPPER LEAVES MAYOR’S OFFICE 
AFTER LONG POLITICAL CAREER

Clay Crupper has spent nearly 
four decades serving the public as 
an elected official. 

He spent 12 years on the Dry 
Ridge City Council before an 18- 
year run as state representative 
representing Grant County. 

The past eight years, Crupper 
has been the mayor of Dry Ridge, 
where his political career began. 

However, his bid for a third 
term fell short in November when 
Jim Wells defeated Crupper 249- 
200 in the mayoral race. 

“It just wasn’t meant to be, 
I don’t guess,” said Crupper. “I 
don’t regret anything. Everything 
I’ve done, I’ve tried to be on the 
positive side.” 

Crupper’s priorities were 
straight-forward and simple. 

The two-time mayor said he 
focused on keeping the city op¬ 
erating with good police, fire and 
ambulance services, along with 
making sure the streets were black

topped. 

“I feel like the city’s built up 
the last eight years,” Crupper said. 
“We’ve improved everything and 
done everything that needed to be 


done. The city is in better finan¬ 
cial shape than when I got in here. 
I’m going to leave it in good fi¬ 
nancial shape.” 

Since losing the election, Crup¬ 
per said he has spoken with Wells 
about what things are upcoming 
and what things to look for as 
leader of Dry Ridge. 

“I think keeping up with the 
growth of the city (will be the big¬ 
gest challenge,)” Crupper said of 
his successor’s future obstacles. 
“Hopefully, with the Ark going in 
I’m sure things will be building up 
more.” 

As for Crupper, he said he will 
miss working with and for the 
residents of Dry Ridge and see¬ 
ing things done in the city he calls 
home. 

He said the city has good em¬ 
ployees, who he will missing 
working with as well. 

“I don’t really have any big 
plans,” Crupper said. “I’ll proba¬ 
bly do something, but I don’t know 
what at this point. I don’t know if 
I will (run for office again) or not. 
I’ll just have to see.”

My baby is headed into the big world 


’m one proud mama! There’s no 
other way to say it. 

My baby, who will turn 22 in 
11 days, will be celebrating another 
milestone in her life as she gradu¬ 
ates from the University of Ken¬ 
tucky with a degree in communica¬ 
tions and business on Dec. 19. 

It seems like just yesterday, I was 
a brand new mom. I went to the hos¬ 
pital on that cold, gray day in a lot 
of pain and was pretty grumpy. Af¬ 
ter a grueling day, almost 12 hours 
of labor, my little bundle of joy was 
handed to me. 

Unlike a lot of babies that cry 
and scream as they enter this world, 
she was neither fussy nor unhappy. 
She had dark eyes and was already 
moving her hands and feet. 

She lay in the nursery at the hos¬ 
pital and didn’t utter a sound despite 
all the babies around her exercising 
their lungs. 

I have a video of her just looking 
around at her new world with wide- 
eyed wonder. 

She was the most beautiful baby 
I’d ever seen. I’m sure all new par¬ 
ents say this of their children except 
for my sister when her first son was 
born and she cried because she said 
he was ugly! 

After a few days in the hospital, 
we were allowed to go home. I re¬ 
member that first night at home af¬ 
ter family and friends left us, I was 
scared. More scared than I’d been 
in my whole life because I had this 
tiny, little person that I was respon¬ 
sible for and she didn’t even come 
with a manual. 

Thank goodness for my mother, 
my sister and the many other friends 
and family who were there to guide 
me through those scary and wonder¬ 
ful days. 

There were so many milestones - 
the first time she said “Mom mom,” 
the first time I accidentally let her 
roll off the bed, the first time she 
went potty by herself and all the 
funny things she learned to say. 

I took her to the circus when 
she was about 2 years old and for 
months after that she’d walk around 
this house saying, “Ladies and 
gentlemen! We make you laugh. 
We make you giggle!” Just like the 
ringmaster did. 

I’ll never forget her first day of 
kindergarten. She ran right into her 
classroom, so excited to be at the 
“big” school. When it was obvi-

ous she didn’t need me anymore, I 
quietly left and spent the next hour 
driving around the county balling 
my eyes out. 

When she went through the 
phase that she didn’t like school and 
I had to force her out of the car every 
morning. I’ll never forget the day 
that Williamstown Principal David 
Poer had her by the hand pulling 
her out of the car, while I’m pushing 
from behind and she braced her feet 
on the door and wasn’t budging. 

Being the editor of the commu¬ 
nity’s newspaper means long hours, 
often at nights and weekends and 
sometimes holidays and I always 
worried that she might grow up to 
resent me for the job that I had, even 
though it afforded her a front row 
seat to many happenings in Grant 
County. 

During her first 18 years, she vis¬ 
ited more fire and accident scenes, 
city council and court meetings 
than people in their 80s. We kept a 
bag of coloring books, crayons and 
small toys in the car so that when 
she found herself stuck in a boring 
meeting with mom, she had some¬ 
thing to keep her busy. 

When she graduated from high 
school, I was also extremely proud 
of her. 

The day that I left her on the steps 
of UK’s Blazer Hall was one of the 
hardest days of my life. I knew it 
was the beginning of a whole new 
chapter, but as she waved me off, 
the tears started falling and I sobbed 
until about Georgetown on the way 
back home. 

I was afraid she didn’t need her 
mom any more, but realized she’d 
probably always need mom when 


she called home and asked me to 
bring her some toilet paper to Lex¬ 
ington. 

With her being an only child, I 
always worried about not getting 
it right and since I didn’t have any 
more children, I couldn’t “practice” 
on her and then do it better for those 
that followed. 

After one particularly trying day 
when I’d been cussed at, called a lot 
of nasty names and had my parent¬ 
ing skills questioned by a wife and 
mother who was not happy with a 
story I wrote, I came home mad. 

I told my daughter the story and 
she looked at me with such clarity 
and said, “Since I’m the only child 
that you have, aren’t I the only one 
who can say if you are a bad parent 
or not?” 

It was and is moments like that 
that remind me of how special, 
strong and wise that she really is. 

Our relationship is not all flowers 
and sugar because sometimes it’s 
just the opposite. There are times 
that we have cross words for each 
other. We’ve even been known to 
hang up on each other, but we can 
never stay mad for long. 

We have a real, honest relation¬ 
ship. Like life, it has ups and downs 
but we try to never go to bed angry. 

I’ve watched my daughter grow 
up into a beautiful, smart, funny, 
sassy, kind, tender-hearted young 
woman. She makes me laugh and 
cry sometimes but she is the best 
gift and blessing that I ever could 
have imagined. 

She sent me a card last week that 
thanked me for being her mom and 
for the love and support that I’ve 
given her through the years. It made 
me cry because it was so sweet. 

She will never know how much 
her unconditional love, support, 
gentle words when I need them and 
her belief in me means to me. 

I’ll be right there tomorrow 
night, along with a host of family 
and friends, in Memorial Coliseum, 
hopefully sitting front row, watch¬ 
ing my baby reach another mile¬ 
stone on her journey and I might 
even hoop and holler, which would 
embarass her immensely. Isn’t that a 
parents’job too?

P roper winter storage for equipment is just as 
important as proper winter storage for plants. 
If you dig your dahlias you better bring your 
hoses in from the cold, too. Don’t let cold weather 
catch your equipment off guard. 

I have learned some of these things the hard way. 
One year we started to drain the 1,000 gallon water 
well late in the afternoon, not smart in retrospect 
(we have a heating element for it now). Most of the 
hoses we used froze and snapped in half by 10 p.m. 
as the temperatures dipped below freezing. The 
shut off valve to the well clogged with slush; we 
were wet, cold and frustrated. Another year I left 
the gas powered water pump in the barn instead of 
storing it in the basement (one of the reasons we 
got the water well for irrigation, instead) and the 
reservoir cracked. While these fine details of winter 
chores escaped me then.. .they will not again! 

In the barn: 

Motorized, two-cycle 
equipment like lawn mow¬ 
ers, blowers and weed trim¬ 
mers (those that you mix oil 
with the gasoline) can be run 
dry at the end of the season; 
if you do not then put stabi¬ 
lizer in the fuel mixture. Me¬ 
chanics warn that leaving the 
oil/gas mixture in the tank 
“gunks up” the engine so it 
won’t start next spring. 

This is also a good time to 
sharpen blades, replace spark 
plugs and do any fine tun¬ 
ing. Service people usually 
have more time now than in 
the spring to work on these 
things. You may save yourself some money, too. If 
you have equipment with 4-cycle engines use up the 
fuel, or add the stabilizer additive, and change the 
oil and fuel filter before you put it away for the sea¬ 
son. Keep them out of the weather and free of dust. 

Always blow or wipe away grass clipping, oil or 
gas accumulations and chemical spills from your 
equipment. Also thoroughly clean sprayers and 
spreaders, most chemicals have corrosive effects on 
the moving parts that make these items useful. Take 
note of anything that may need replacement parts, I 
need some new gaskets for the sprayer nozzles. Use 
your common sense, put all this stuff away clean 
and dry. Plastics exposed to the weather (heat and 
cold) will degrade in a season of use! 

Hand tools, including shovels, trowels, prun- 
ers, and anything else that has a steel blade, wood 
handle or sharp edge should be put away clean, dry, 
moisturized and sharp. Quality tools will last a life 
time if they are taken care of properly so oil the 
wood parts to eliminate cracking and splintering; 
remove any rust deposits with sand paper and oil 
the surface. 

I still use the old bucket Daddy kept filled with 
sand and used motor oil. We stick shovels, saws 
and trowels in the bucket several times to allow the 
abrasive to sand remove the dirt and the oil provide 
protection from rust. 

On the shelf: 

Boxes, bottles and jugs of various lawn and gar¬ 
den concoctions that have been stored in the garage 
or under the potting bench should be stored at tem¬ 
peratures above freezing so move items to a secure 
indoor location. It should go without saying, but 
keep them away from animals and children. 

In the yard: 

In most of our gardens we have more than plants: 
a bird bath, decorative planters, terracotta pots, 
lawn furniture and hoses. All of these items can be 
damaged during the winter if not stored properly. 

Ceramic and terracotta items should be stored 
clean and dry out of the weather (freezing tempera¬ 
tures will not do any harm as long as the pots are 
dry). Rubber hoses aren’t cheap so be sure to drain 
them well and store them in the basement or garage, 
as well. Learn from my mistake! 

Lawn furniture should be protected, too. Wood, 
wrought iron or plastic are all effected by the wind, 
rain, freezing and thawing that takes place during 
the winter months. Treat wood with a conditioner; 
sand away rust on wrought iron and repaint if neces¬ 
sary; and clean plastic with a mild detergent. The 
only material that I do not worry about protecting is 
cast aluminum.

GCHS video class produces motion picture

The video production club 
members at Grant County 
High School are passionate 
about making movies. 

The group of 15 to 20 ac¬ 
tive members put together a 
five-minute video, Demented 
Detention, this is their second 
year in the club. 

“On my first day of class 
in this group I had this idea,” 
Allen Moore, a student in the 
club said. 

The students said that it 
took two days to make the 
script for the production, three 
hours of practice and three 
hours to shoot. 

“These students are the 
most organized people I’ve 
ever met in my life. They 
anticipate what they need to 
do and they anticipate what I 
need from them.” Mindy Ed- 
gett, teacher of the video pro¬ 
duction club said. 

Many of the students and 
staff at the high school have 
taken notice and started com¬ 
ing forward asking for a vari¬ 
ety of video productions to be 
made. 

The students primarily use 
the high school but can use 
other locations to shoot. 

Scott Shipp, transporta¬ 
tion director of Grant County 
Schools has asked them to 
do film a bus training, Edgett 
said. 

The student-lead club 
works as a team much of the 
time and communicates fre¬ 
quently. 

Several students plan on 
furthering their education and 
pursuing a career in the vary¬ 
ing aspects of video produc¬ 
tion. 

“People either know us as 
the nerds or the cool kids who 
made the video,” McGee said. 

“I have been editing and 
making videos for a while 
because it’s fun,” Stephen 
Raleigh another student in the 
club said. 

“We submit Youtube vid¬ 
eos all the time,” Austin Beach 
and Christian McGee students 


in the program said. 

Bradley Reeves, a student 
who formed the club and gra¬ 
dated in 2014, showed Ra¬ 
leigh the ropes of production 
before graduating. 

“Last semester the club 
had mostly junior students. 
That became really spooky 
because we were all becoming 
seniors and there was not go¬ 
ing be anybody to carry it on,” 
Raleigh said. 

Each student has a specific 
job whether it be editing or 
music but they also cross-train 
so students can see other as¬ 
pects of production. 

Josh Vancleve along with 
many other students who 
were actors, sound producers, 
script and production, plan 
on furthering their education 
in video production while in 
high school. 

The work that goes into 
making different pieces of 
equipment is made all in- 
house. 

Victor Brown is a student 
in the club who is responsible 
for music and made most of 
the pieces in Demented De¬ 


tention himself. 

“I do some work in the 
field and do a lot of music for 
video production. I am a ju¬ 
nior now and I started when I 
was in the seventh grade so I 
have been learning the ropes,” 
Brown said. 

These students are show¬ 
ing technical abilities and cre¬ 
ativity. 

“When your doing editing 
and camera work, yes it takes 
a little creativity but if you 
don’t have the technical skills 
you’re not going to get any¬ 
where,” Brown said. 

Students said that some as¬ 
pects take more skill than cre¬ 
ativity but other aspects have 
more creativity than skill. 

“There is creativity that 
comes in with camera work. 
We imagine what we want it 
to look like and then we imag¬ 
ine how that would look on 
camera,” Beach said. 

“I don’t think they give 
themselves enough credit 
for what they do. The way 
they describe things these 
are things that I have never 
thought of before, ” Edgett 


said. 

Edgett also said that the 
students tend to focus more on 
the technical aspect because 
the creativity comes easily to 
them. 

The students said that they 
plan on learning from the ex¬ 
perience of their first video 
production. 

“I think that it allowed us 
to see hat we can do better for 
the next video,” Beach said. 

“For the time-frame we did 
in I think it turned out great,” 
Raleigh said. 

The students are planning a 
Christmas production due out 
before Christmas break for 
Grant County Schools and just 
wrapped up a commercial for 
the Let’s Talk Turkey event. 

“As good as it may be it

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Lady Braves lose hearlbreaker to Simon Kenton

First, a quick history 
lesson: Coming into the 
Dec. 11 game in Indepen¬ 
dence the Lady Braves 
had dropped their last five 
games to Simon Kenton by 
a combined score of 342- 
162. 

Many thought this 
game wouldn’t be any dif¬ 
ferent.

But Ham and Zovath 
said the job posting is for a 
job at AIG and not for the 
Ark Encounter. 

“Right now, there are no 
employees working for the 
Ark,” Ham said. “Answers 
In Genesis has employees, 
but the Ark does not. 

Ham also said the proj¬ 
ect’s scope and mission has 
not changed. 

“They (the state) origi¬ 
nally told us that we had 
preliminary approval,” 
Ham said. “The only thing 
we changed was from 
building the project all at 
once to building it in phas¬ 
es. The government asked 
us to submit a new applica¬ 
tion. They knew the project 
was religious-themed and 
about the bible and they 
didn’t object to that.” 

The Ark Encounter first 
received approval from the 
state for tax incentives in 
2011 for the $172.5 million 
project, but withdrew their 
application when they had 
financing issues and less- 
than projected donations 
for the project. They re¬ 
submitted an application 
for the $73 million for the 
first phase, which included 
the Ark. 

“We agreed we would 
abide by applicable state 
and federal laws and we 
will,” Ham said. 

With or without the 
state’s incentives, the proj¬ 
ect is on track for opening 
in summer 2016. 

“There’s been a lot of 
misinformation that is out 
there, but people need to 
know this project is going 
ahead and it’s on schedule,” 
Ham said. 

Ham, along with Mark 
Looy, vice president of out¬ 
reach at AIG, Gary Cole, 
project manager, several 
other construction staff and

a video crew, filmed at the 
site on Tuesday. 

The area where the Ark 
will sit has three large holes 
that will be filled with a 
concrete pad for three 
masonry towers. When the 
wooden Ark is constructed 
it will sit 12 feet off the 
ground and extend seven 
stories in the air. 

Excavation work has 
been completed at the 800- 
acre site and more than 1 
million cubic yards of dirt 
have been moved, with 
another one-half million 
cubic yards left to move. 

The project is now at the 
mercy of the weather, but 
the foundation work is 
expected to be completed in 
January. To date, the lake, 
which will be in front of the 
Ark, has been dug and the 
tram road has been roughed 
in. Waterlines are in and 
electric lines will soon fol¬ 
low. 

Ham said the timbers 
that the Ark will be made 
from have been purchased 
and are being cut. Amish 
workers who have been 
contracted to construct the 
ark should start working at 
the site in April. 

“We’re on schedule,” 
Ham said. “I think you’ll see 
people coming a long way 
to look at this structure 
itself. No one in the modem 
era has done anything like 
this. It will bring a lot of 
economic development to 
Grant County.” 


The Ark Encounter is a 
for-profit organization, 
while it’s parent company, 
AIG, is not. 

“Just because you are a 
for-profit organization 
doesn’t mean that you can’t 
be a religious organization,” 
Ham said. “A for-profit 
organization is better for the 
government because it helps 
the tax base of Grant County, 
as well as the schools.” 

Two weeks ago, in an 
effort to counter negative 
publicity around the project, 
AIG posted a new release on 
their website about 16 bill¬ 
boards that went up in 
Lexington, Louisville, 
Frankfort and northern 
Kentucky. A digital video 
board was also launched in 
Times Square in New York, 
delivering a 5-second spot 
672 times a day during the 
holidays. 

A billboard in a photo on 
the website says, “To all of 
our intolerant liberal friends: 
Thank God You Can’t Sink 
This Ship.” 

“Not one cent of govern¬ 
ment money will be used to 
build the ark,” Ham said. 
“The tax incentives is a tax 
rebate on sales tax and it 
kicks in after one year up to 
a certain maximum.” 

Zovath said the project 
will continue full speed 
ahead. 

“It’s disappointing and it 
could cost the ministry a lot 
of money down the road,” 
Zovath said. “We’re used to 
criticism because we’ve had 
it non-stop from the time we 
were building the Creation 
Museum, but we built it and 
will build the Ark with pri¬ 
vate funds.” 

Zovath said there had 
been several meetings with 
the project’s legal team with 
more planned before they 
decide whether or not to 
pursue legal action against 
the state.
